No second for Callan's move 
to suspend superintendent

A special meeting of the 
Wilmington School Committee was 
called last Wednesday to hear 
charges brought by a committee 
member against Superintendent 
Robert Horan. 

Shirley Callan told a stone-faced 
group of her peers that Horan had 
"verbally and physically threa- 
tened” her and used "inapprop- 
riate” language during an exchange 
April 8. Horan called Callan a 
“liar” and claimed Callan’s charges 
and lengthy statement recounting 
the incident was the result of 
"personal rejection.” 2 

Following statements by both 
parties, Callan made a motion to 
suspend the superintendent without 
pay for a minimum period of one 
week. The motion failed for lack of 
a second, The committee took no 
action and the meeting adjourned a 
half hour later. 

The incident stemmed from a 
sudden. trip Horan made to the 
Dominican Rupublic to see his 
critcally ill brother. According to 
Horan, after being notified of his 
brother's ill health by the U.S. 
Embassy, he flew to the Dominican 
Republic Thursday, March 31 

Horan told the school committee 
he called central office and 
committee Chairman Tony Accardi 
twice, once on Thursday to say he 
wouldn't be in that day, and again 
on Monday to ask for three 
personal days to bring his brother 
back for treatment. Both calls were 
verified by Accardi, who said all 
committee members were notified 
of the superintendent's absence 
April 5, six days after Horan's 
departure, 

In her statement, Callan told the 
committee she had tried unsuccess- 
fully to reach the superintendent 
while he was away. She claimed no 
one seemed to know where Horan 
was, including Assistant Superin- 
tendent Henry Dembowski. She 
also accused the chairman of 
withholding from the committee 
the fact that she had lodged an 
official complaint. 

Callan said she finally was able to 
meet with the superintendent on 
Friday, April 8. At that time, 
Horan brought up his trip and 
Callan brought up the 
superintendent's failure to inform 
Dembowski of his whereabouts. As 
Callan explained it, Horan then 
clenched his fist, slammed it on the 
table, and swore at her several 
times. She claimed Horan said he 
was not answerable to his assistant 
and if Callan mentioned the 
incident he would "get" her and 
cost her the election. 

"T've thought long and hard about 
the incident and feel very much like 
the victim," stated Callan, adding 
she was advised by the district 
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attorney's office to file a criminal 
complaint and bring the matter 
before her board. She added 
Horan's alleged behavior had been 
“frightening” and she felt there was 
“no excuse” for his losing control 
After the meeting, she explained to 
the Town Crier her only feeling 
was one of relief that now 
“everything is out in the open” and 
the committee could get on with 
education. 

Horan, who was accompanied by 
Attorney Michael Long of the 
Massachusetts Association for 
School Superintendents, had a 
different version of the incident, 

Though he stated that "I reject 
categorically the fact that I did 
anything wrong,” Horan admitted 
to pointing a finger at Callan and 
banging his fist on the table. He also 


stated that as Callan's voice began 
to rise, he told her she was "acting 
like an a------." He denied the rest of 
Callan’s allegations. 

Horan tied the incident to Callan's 
state of mind prior to the elections 
and to other incidents that had taken 
place in the past. 

One such incident, he said, 
centered on a request by Callan 
that he escort her to a school related 
function. Horan said Callan “de- 
manded” that he be her escort and 
he refused. He said that kind of 
behavior he viewed as "inapprop- 
riate" for a committee member and 
now Callan was acting like "a 
woman scored.” 

The superintendent, who said he 
too felt like a victim, called Callan's 
charges an attempt to "defame" 
him. He told this paper he was

Early dismissal in all 
schools 


There will be an early dismissal 
day for all Wilmington Public 
School students Thursday, May 12, 
1988. Dismissal time for the 
intermediate schools and the high 
school will occur at 11:25 a.m. 

Dismissal time for all elementary 
students (K through 5) will be at 
noon. There will be no afternoon 
kindergarten sessions. Morning 
kindergarten students will remain 
in school until noon on the 12th. 

Lunches will be served to all 
students grades one through 12.

Members of the redevelopment 
authority were present Monday to 
ask selectmen to recommend 
Alternative Three to the DPW. 
Consultant Wendy Landman said 
this was only a conceptual. plan 
which will have to be refined. She 
explained alternative three works 
because it distributes all left turn: 
movements over three intersections 
and raises levels of service from the 
current F rating to B and C levels to 
the year 2010. 

WRA Executive Director Mi- 
chael Matt did much of the talking 
for his board. He said for the 
process to continue, selectmen have 
to take some action, preferably to 
ask for a 25 percent design study 
for option three. 

At one point there was a verbal 
confrontation between Cain and 
Matt. 

"I asked you to look into 
this,"said Cain, referring to his 
ramp proposal. 

“We did,” said Matt, adding that 
Cain's solution was “adequate” but 
“no one will fund it.” 

Cain was adament that none of the 
options proposed by the consultants 
really address the traffic problem. 
He said he saw little difference 
between the third design and that of 
the DPW because both would raise 
the bridge, increase the grade, and 
have a negative impact on residents 
and businesses in the area. He 
claimed all that the third plan does 
is create a bigger hill at the Town 
Square intersection. 

WRA members argued there was 
a big difference in the DPW and 
consultant's plans.They said DPW 
would build a bridge 120 feet in 
length while they plan to build a 
bridge 60 feet in length. They said 
they had to follow state 
requirements in raising the bridge 

» another two and a half feet. They 
added there would be less negative 
impacts, better traffic service for a 
longer period of time, and more 
opportunities to develop a pleasing 
center area with their plan. 

Toward the end of the night, 
Selectman Bob Doucette said he 
was satisfied with the recommend- 
ed plan and he felt the "experts" 
know what they're talking about. 
During a discussion on getting 
traffic off the back roads, Jim 
Stewart said, "if we don't do 
something with the center, (roads 
like) Parker Street and Glen Road 
will be like the center today.” 

Michael McCoy sided with Cain 
when he mentioned that he,too, felt 
some changes should be made to the 
WRA plan. He noted it will be his 
board that decides if the project 
will proceed. : 

"We did what we were asked to 
do,” stated WRA Chairman Jay 
Donovan. "That's our best effort. 
We think something needs to be 
done there,"he said, adding after 25 
years of trying, "now is the time to 
do it.”

The Wilmington Town Center 
project is once again on hold until 
selectmen have a chance to review a 
ramp alternative proposed by their 
Chairman Robert Cain. Once they 
receive input on Cain's proposal 
from town and county engineers, 
selectmen plan to hold a public 
hearing on the alternatives. Only 
then, they said, would they be able 
to make a decision on which 
alternative to recommend to the 
Mass. Dept. of Public Works. 

At their meeting Monday 
evening, Cain asked that selectmen 
consider his plan, which would 
provide a ramp parallel to the 
railroad tracks along Rt.38 and see 
Main Street depressed with a bridge 
over that road. He said his proposal 
would eliminate the need for three 
left turns, 

Redevelopment authority con- 
sultant Bruce Campbell had earlier 
reviewed and rejected Cain's plan 
as too costly. Campbell had also 
told the authority the plan would 
make any attempt at revitilization 
of the center difficult since the 
ramp and a retaining wall would 
take land slated for future 
development.

This was one point raised last 
Thursday night at a meeting of a 
ees force of Wilmington residents 
ig to block the selection of the 
in ate site for the sludge 
facility. The site off Andover Street 
in North Wilmington is one of 12 
named last year by the MWRA as 
potential sites for facilities to be 
built to handle residuals from the 
MWRA sewer system, Presently 
the MWRA dumps 70 tons of 
residuals into Boston Harbor every 
day, and it is under court order to 
stop doing this by 1992. 

‘The 12 sites named by the MWRA 
include locations to be used for 
sewage treatment, composting or 
combustion of residuals, and land- 
fills to be used for burying various 
solids screened from the sewage. 

There has been considerable 
opposition voiced in all towns 
named as potential sites. In 
Wilmington, the protests havé not 
been as loud. The committee wants 
to change that. 

Headed by Attorney Joseph 
Courtney, the committee includes 


Dave Frissore 
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George Boylen, Ervyl Stewart, Jeff 
Hull, Amold Blake, Frederick 
Sullivan, Peter Breen and Steve 
Ellis, a who lives in Andover near 
Foster's Pond. The task force is a 
group which is quite well-suited for 
its task. Its members include both 
civil and environmental engineers, 
in addition to backgrounds in real 
estate and government. 

Boylen and Stewart visited the 
site last week during engineering 
tests being taken by the MWRA. 
Boylen, a semi-retired industrial 
hygiene officer from MIT, asked

engineers about the proximity 
ont the site to Spe wells. They did not 
even realize that Wilmington did 
not get its water from the MWRA, 
said Boylen. 

Ellis, an environmental engineer, 
cites many problems with com- 
posting plants. Odor is the greatest 
problem, with four complaints to 
one for other problems, he said. He 
said that MWRA director Paul 
Levy admitted that composting 
plants get an F for odor manage- 
ment.

Miceli confident that 
Wilmington will not 
get sludge plant 


State Rep. James Miceli (D- 
Wimington) reported an “optimis- 
tic feeling” that Wilmington will 
not be selected as the site of a 
proposed sludge dump for the 
Massachusetts Water Resources 
Agency (MWRA). 

Miceli's comments followed a 
meeting last Tuesday with MWRA 
Director Paul Levy. Joining in the 
meeting with Miceli and Levy were 
Senator Robert Buell (R-Boxford) 
and Rep. Geoffrey Beckwith 
(D-Reading). 

"The meeting was frank and 
candid,” Miceli said. "And we came 
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away with the feeling that the 
chances are very high that 
Wilmington will not be the site 
ultimately chosen by the MWRA 
for the sludge dump.” 

Miceli said he hoped the results of 
the meeting would serve to "calm 
down the rezoning drive” in 
Wilmington. 

“We're not in a crisis situation,” 
Miceli said. "There is no need to 
panic. Rezoning is an extreme step 
which I don't believe is called for, 
based on the fruitful meeting we 
had with Director Levy." Levy also 
stated that rezoning wouldn't 
diminish any site's chances of being 
selected, 

Miceli, a ranking member of the 
House Way sand Means Committee, 
said that while Wilmington does 
remain on the list of potential sites, 
the odds against its being chosen are 
significant. 


Loose plates make 
for noisy bridge 

Problems with loose plates on the 
temporary Lake Street Bridge has 
caused Wilmington selectmen to 
suggest the bridge be closed down 
each night until they are fixed. The 
problem had occurred once before. 

Selectmen learned that neighbors 
have been complaining about the 
noise from the plates. Bob Doucette 
wanted reassurance that the bridge 
was safe. He suggested closing the 
bridge down completely for a short 
while until that reassurance is 
forthcoming.

Breen. He said that they couldn't 
deal with this from a standpoint of 
property values, but would be 
better to deal with environmental 
values. He also called for a grass- 
roots information dissemination. 
He suggested a coupon in the Town 
Crier to inform the citizenry that 
the Russians are indeed coming.

Town applies 
for two grants 


Wilmington Town Manager Buzz 
Stapczynski announced Monday he 
has applied for two separate grants 
to benefit the town. 

Stapezynski told selectmen he 
applied for a planning grant which 
would allow water and sewer com- 
missioners to continue work on 
zoning for aquifer protection. The 
monies would also assist the town in 
changing bylaws to create more 
affordable housing in Wilmington 
and allow for a total buildout of the 
town. 

The second grant is a Public 
Works Economic Development 
grant. This would be used for the 
continuation of Ballardvale Street 
from the Charles River Breeding 
Labs to Research Drive, said 
Stapezynski The $900,000 grant 
would have to be matched with 
$600,000, most likely from 
Wilmington and Andover, the two 
towns which stand to benefit from 
the extension. 
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" Shriners’ seek to re-apply 
for earth removal permit

The Shriners organization has 
taken tentative steps toward resol- 
ving an earth removal dispute 
currently pending in court. 

In a letter dated May 4, General 
Manager William Manchester told 
selectmen the Shriners are planning 
to re-apply for an earth removal 
permit to continue excavating for 
an extension of their parking lot. 

The extension would allow them 
to fulfill zoning requirements of 
one space for every three seats in 
the Shriners Auditorium on Ford- 
ham Road. According to attorney 
Alex Parra of D'Augustine and 
Levine, the facility seats 3,885 but 
currently there are only 275 
parking spaces on site. 

The letter also suggested that the 
Shriners were ready to begin 
negotiations. Manchester said "we 
feel that an early solution to the 
problem would be to everyone's 
advantage.” 

Manchester invited both select- 
men and Building Inspector James 
Russo to inspect the property to 
verify that stone crushing equip- 
ment had been completely removed 
from the site. Selectmen in the past 
had taken exception to an on site 
gravel operation, saying it didn't 
fall under the parameters of the 
earth removal permit. Voters tight- 
ened the bylaw concerning earth 
removal at the annual town meet- 
ing. 

Selectman Jim Stewart mentioned 
that selectmen should negotiate 
with the Shriners to have them 
withdraw their suit against the 
town. The board agreed to invite 
representatives of the Aleppo Tem- 
ple Shrine to their next meeting to 
discuss the whole issue. 

In a related matter, Manchester, 
Parra, and attorney Robert Wilson 
came before the Wilmington Board 
of Appeals Tuesday to appeal what 
they felt was a decision of the 
building inspector. 

A February 24 letter from Russo 
to Manchester claimed that no 
occupancy permit had been issued 
to the Aleppo Temple Shrine as 
required by the state building code 
and, on occasion, the Shriners have 
not complied with zoning bylaws 
concerning parking. Russo then 
asked representatives to come in 
and discuss the matter with him or a 
cease and desist order might be 
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issued by his office. . 

‘Appeals Board Chairman Bruce 
MacDonald asked Parra "What are 
you appealing?” He maintained :that 
since no decision had been reached 
by Russo, there was nothing to 
appeal. He asked if there had been 
an attempt to work things out with 
the building inspector. 

Parra admitted no one from 
Shriners had met with Russo but 
they did respond to his letter. Parra 
was adament that there was a 
"clear" decision in the letter that 
"on occasion” the Shriners organi- 
zation was in violation. 

"Everything does not have to be 
put into a legal perspective. Things 
can be talked out," said MacDonald 
as he urged Parra to talk to the 
building inspector. 

The attorney said it was his 
feeling that after ten years the town 
was, in effect, saying "wait & min- 
ute, you're illegal.” 

Neighbors questioned what kind 
of attention was given to following 
the bylaw regarding parking when 
building permits were issued in 
1977 and 1978. Parra said he 
couldn't say. 

The whole matter was continued 
to the June 14 meeting of the board. 


Time to look for the 
elusive morel 

According to the calendar, Morel 
Day is almost here. In this part of 
Massachusetts, Town Crier 
territory, Morel Day is May 15.

The head 
is broken up by many ridges, in a 
distinctive pattern, irregular in 
shape, 

The pattern is such as to lead to 
the conclusion that what has been 
found is not a mushroom, but some 
other growth. But a mushroom it 
is. 

Not only is the morel edible, it is 
to be classified as choice. Because it 
is so rare it commands a good 
Price. It is not uncommon to pay a 
price of $100 a pound,

Selectmen to seek 
CDAG funds

A grant to help defray infra- 
structure costs for the Shawsheen 
River Estates project off Hopkins 
Street is being sought by Wil- 
mington selectmen. 
At their meeting Monday night, 
the selectmen voted four to one to

on behalf of developer Jay Tighe, 
with the provision that a letter be 
sent to involved state agencies 
explaining this is not to be 
considered an endorsement of the 
220 unit project. Robert Doucette 
abstained from casting a vote, 
saying he still didn't feel he had 
enough information to make an 
informed decision. 

The funds will help pay for 
water, sewer, and other infra- 
structure improvements on and off 
the site. Selectman Jim Stewart said 
particular attention should be paid 
to proper water pressure in the 
area. In return, the town will be 
able to negotiate for such things as 
lower density and more affordable 
units. 

Tighe told selectmen "you can 
have anything you want" in return 
for the grant application. He 
explained since it was his intention 
to turn the money "back to the town 


Two fire 
hydrants 
to be 
installed 


At least two fire hydrants are to 
be installed along Main Street in 
Wilmington in the area between 
Bridge Lane and Clark Street. The 
costs will be paid by the real estate 
organization from the DeMoulas 
stores. So the Wilmington Water 
Commissioners learned last 
Thursday. 

Fire Lieutenant Danny Stewart, a 
month or more past, drew the 
attention of the Water Commis- 
sioners to the fact that there was no 
fire protection for about a half 
mile, along Main Street. The 
shopping center and other 
businesses had all been built up 
subsequent to the installation of 
water mains there. Stewart 
recommended that there be an 
additional four hydrants. 

The water commissioners 
suggested an “adopt a hydrant” 
program, on the part of the 
abutting land owners. It costs about 
$2500 to install a hydrant. 

Valley Properties Inc., a part of 
the DeMoulas organization, on 
April 12 wrote to say it would pay 
for the installation of two hydrants.

State funding for safety improve- 
ment signalization at Routes 495 
and 38 in North Tewksbury, has 
now been authorized, State Rep. 
James Miceli (D-Wilmington/ 
Tewksbury) informed Tewksbury 
selectmen at the board's weekly 
meeting.

It was pointed 
out that since the April 13 
application deadline had already 
passed and this was a competitive 
funding round, there was no 
guarantee the monies would be 
forthcoming. 

Consultant Rusty Rhodes of the 
Community Opportunities Group 
will help Tighe apply for the grant 
‘on the town's behalf. Rhodes told 
selectmen the intention of the grant 
is to provide support for affordable 
housing projects and give the town 
some “leverage” to get more 
affordability out of a project. He 
added if the funding comes through 
in June, the earliest date 
infrastructure work could begin is 
the fall of 1988 or most probably 
next spring. 

Neighbors and some selectmen 
expressed two concerns with the 
application process.

Once upon a time in a land not very far away, there was a town called 
in this tale, please realize that only in the human imagination could such 
characters exist. Or could they? F 

‘Notmington was a town where athletes loved to partake in games. The 
most popular game in town was hockey, followed by soccer, then 
softball. Very high on the list, though, was the game of politics. 

The reigning champion at the game of politics was a man known as 
the Kingmaker, He had realized very early in life that it would be useful 
to have people owe allegiance to him. So he learned to play the game of

They would appoint the Sheriff 
and work along with him to make sure the sytem worked properly. The 
overseers were elected to their jobs, which meant they played the game 
of politics. And yes, there were overseers who had been bitten by the 
Kingmaker. 

Some of the overseers devised a strategy for the game by which they 
could control the board. By teaming up and sticking together, they 
tuled the board for many years. Nobody could be elected chairman 
other than members of this team. 

‘These overseers, of course, did not wear the red suit of the devil, but 
tried to dress as ordinary people, so that they could continue to play 
their game of politics. We shall call one of these people the Black 
Knight. One of the partners on the team will be called the Penguin. The 
other will be known as the Blind Soldier, for he thought he was doing 
something noble. 

One of the Penguin's favorite tricks was to take an occasional harsh 
peck at an unwitting player in the game. Should such an attack be 
noticed, attention could always be distracted with some clanging of 
armor and flapping of wings by cronies and relatives. Meanwhile the 
Penguin would resume a saintly posture, with an ear to the wire. 

It was not immediately evident what was going on when the Sheriff 
arrived in town. His predecessor (and former supervisor) had fled 
town after a most unsuccessful tenure. 

After he started his job, perhaps the first demonstration of his deceit 
was his attempt to coerce certain people into silence. One favorite trick 
was to engage someone in private conversation and tell them something 
quite outrageous, with a caution, "And you're the only one I'm telling 
this to." 

It was not long before those working with the Sheriff began to notice 
his ways and make comments. But they soon learned that the Sheriff 
had ways of dealing with those who were critical of him. He convinced 
the Board of Overseers to move a great many people about in their 
jobs.

At this time in Wilmington there are two proposed housing projects 
which are based on a program of state subsidies for various types of 
home construction. The communities in Easter Massachusetts which 
have developable land are the targets. Large sums of money are available 
to firms which seek to participate. 

One proposed housing project in North Wilmington is sponsored by an 
investors group known as IMG. The other project, on the former 
Chisholm mink farm, is in West Wilmington. It is being proposed by Jay 
Tighe, long a resident of Wilmington. 

Whaat is interesting to observe is the difference in operations, by the two 
Proponents. 

IMG has projects in several nearby communities. This paper has not 
been a "close" observer, but the impression exists that IMG just breezed 
through the planning processes, in some of the communities, at least. 

In Wilmington IMG does not seem to have ever talked with the 
Planning Board about its proposed project. It went directly to the Board 
of Appeals. 

The Board of Appeals turned IMG down. To IMG this may have been a 
surprise. To those people who have watched the Wilmington Board of 
Appeals it was not surprising. The Board of Appeals has long since 
eaarmed a reputation of careful consideration of facts, before making a 


One of the factors was that the Water and Sewer Department of 
Wilmington has done planning for extension of water and sewer services 
that is thoroughly "professional" in nature. 

IMG, in its proposals, sought to overturn that planning. If it would be

really nothing but a raw demonstration of power. 

This caused a great deal of discomfort among the workers in the 
system. Although they were highly competent people and dedicated to 
their profession, the Sheriff's ways were causing them much alarm. 
Some of them were so disheartened that they stopped offering to do 
extra work. Others in positions of supervision found themselves left 
without vital information or support in their decision making. But 
when things didn't go right, the Sheriff was never, never at fault. He 
always managed to stop the buck before it got to him. 

Some of the overseers were becoming quite upset about the manner in 
which decisions were presented to the board. Instead of being given the 
entire picture and the full range of options, they found that the Sheriff 
presented issues in a package with controlled information and.a limited 
scope of possible decisions. 

Then it came time for the Board of Overseers to hold their annual 
tournament of politics. And while there were some new players in the 
game, the outcome was dismally familiar. The race was won by the 
Blind Soldier, who, although a newcomer, came in first, riding on 
Kingmaker's coattails. 

During the tournament, some bystanders cautioned that the Blind 
Soldier would simply replace the departing player on the Black 

Knight's team. Others, though, said they should give the Blind Soldier a 
chance to show his independence. 

The latter group was sadly disappointed. In the first meeting of the 
Board of Overseers, the Blind Soldier clearly aligned himself with the 
Black Knight and the Penguin. When it came time for the board to 
choose its new leader, the Blind Soldier nominated the Penguin again 
and again. Each time, the vote was a tie, so they would have to'vote 
again. The board was unable to select a new leader, so the Black Knight 
remained in control. That's right, he won. * 

Meanwhile, a strange set of circumstances had unfolded. The Sheriff 
disappeared for a week, and many of the over- seers were mystified 
about his absence. Since he was not on a regular schedule at his office, it 
was difficult to notice his absence. But when he did not appear for a 
week, they did notice. It was not your usual absence. 

When he did return, the Sheriff told of having to go afaraway land on 
a mission of mercy. It was a most worthwhile mission. 

Why had he not told the overseers where he would be? Well, he had. 
He told the Black Knight. 

One of the other overseers attempted to question the Sheriff as to his 
disappearance. The discussion became quite heated, and before it was 
over, the Sheriff dnd the overseer were using language most foul. 

The Sheriff's defensive attitude has caused other overseers to question 
some aspects of his performance. One overseer asked about a business 
trip to a faraway city. Who accompanied him on that trip? 

With the participants all flinging mud at each other, nobody received 
any mortal wounds. But several of the players have come up with mud 
on their faces. The overseers and the Sheriff have come through the 
episode looking much the worse for the wear. 

With all this in the background, the Sheriff told the overseers that he 
will be leaving, but he knows not when. 

So the Board of Overseers found themselves having to look for a new 
sheriff willing to walk into the middle of a mud fight. The team of three 
immediately began discussing possible candidates, hoping to find one 
who would play the game their way.

unable to do so the project, IMG said, would be "uneconomic." 

There have now been five public hearings before a state Housing 
Appeals Committee. Each of the hearings has had a surprise ending, in 
the answers to questions from the town counsel. In one hearing the 
president of IMG testified that he had never applied for approval, and 
had no site approval letter. This, the Town Counsel pointed out, was one 
of the requirements of the Housing Appeals Committee. 

Othet instances can be cited. It appears that IMG believed, and perhaps 
still believes that the Housing Appeals Committee will automatically 
approve their proposal. 

Mr. Tighe has had a far different approach 

He has approached each and every board that has some jurisdiction, 
even those who have been negated by the state subsidy program. As a 
result it may be said that Tighe has learned a lot, in the intervening 
weeks. 

The first session with the Water and Sewer Commissioners may be 
remembered by readers of this paper. Arthur Smith, Water 
Commissioner, in effect told Tighe that there would be no problems. 
"Just bring your check book.” 

There have been several sessions since then with the Water & Sewer 
Commissioners. Costs of a sewer Program, and of a water program have 
been discussed. Even if there is not full agreement at all times, the 
discussion is on an informative level. 

Mr. Tighe is to appear before the Wilmington Board of Appeals in

Bob Horan is leaving town. Having taken over the 
administration of the public schools in Wilmington when it 
was at a crucial crossroads, Horan has decided against 
renewing his contract with the school committee so that he 
may complete his doctoral studies in Connecticut. 

But when his plans to leave the system were announced 
last week the local rumor mill went into overdrive, with 
some of the gossip and accusations being so outrageous 
that you really had to sit back and just laugh. The only 
story I've yet to hear is that Horan has been disclosed as a 
gun runner for Ollie North. 

Why the rumors? Maybe some people have a 
preoccupation with thinking the worst of people. And still 
others might find the real answer, which is Horan's 
academic commitments, to be too boring so they decide to 
spice things up a bit with a little help from the rumor mill 
(rumor mills are common to every New England town, 
and you might even find them mentioned in the Charter.) 

But instead of the excitement of gossip, which at one time 
or another makes victims of us all, people should focus on 
the attributes of this professional educator who was the 
right man at the right time on an evening back in June of 
1985. 

That was the night the school committee gave Bob Horan 
a promotion from assistant superintendent to 
superintendent. Since then, he's had his work cut out for 
him. As one local resident put it recently, "Horan brought 
stability at a time of chaos". 

The chaos was the byproduct of a virtual state of siege 
that existed between former superintendent Carol Sager 
and the school committee. Sager was a head strong 
administrator to say the least, and the committee as a whole 
was relieved to see her finally resign, Unfortunately, when 
everything was said and done the credibility of the 
superintendency had been damaged, and numerous 
problems in the schools awaited solutions. 

Then entered Bob Horan, And from day one to the 
Present, he established a record of positive 
accomplishments. First there was the completion of the 
renovation project at Wilmington High, followed later by 
a well planned move of the sixth grade to the junior high 
schools. 

On top of this, Horan has been noted for the accreditation 
of the elementary schools, while those in most bordering 
communities remain unaccredited, Furthermore, add to 
this list the successful bargaining of contracts, 
overwhelming support for the school budget at town 
meetings, and an innovative program which projects 
staffing needs in the system over the next five years, and 
you have quite an impressive record staring us all right'in 
the face. 

Now that Bob Horan is moving on and his reasons have 
been stated honestly, it's best to look at what's been 

accomplished, and to disregard the old rumor mill.

The whole intent of the editorial was to enlighten the public about 
the selectmen’s role in appointing members to these two powerful 
town boards, since the reappointment process began this week, The 
whole purpose of the piece was to raise a few eyebrows, period.

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Tarnished reputations

Reputations are fragile things. Four were tarnished at last 
week's meeting of the Wilmington School Committee. 

There was the reputation of Supt. Robert Horan, who has 
proven to bg an asset to the system. The superintendent has been 
a capable administrator who has brought in new talent; gone in 
new, often exciting directions; and encouraged those under him 
to stretch to their professional limits. All he has demanded in 
return is loyalty and a job well done. 

There was the reputation of school committee member Shirley 
Callan. Shirley has never been afraid to take a stand, often to the 
discomfort of others. She has carefully picked her battles to 
improve education and the lot of students on the brink and 
fought them in the public eye. 

There was the reputation of the school committee itself which, 
just the week before, was deadlocked in its search for a new 
chairman. After a painfully explicit half hour of charges and 
counter-charges Wednesday, committeemen decided to wash 
their hands of the whole matter saying nothing could be 
substantiated. Though some may agree with this “let's rise above 
the issue; it has nothing to do with education" stance, others 
were shocked out of their complacency by the charges alone and 
felt the board's final action -- to do nothing -- was just not 
enough, 

Perhaps most important was the reputation of the Wilmington 
School System. With the committee poised to begin a search for 
a new superintendent, one has to wonder who would be attracted 
to a system fraught with division, charges of wrongdoing and 
vengence, and alleged political games. Though the participants 
in the embarrassing session last week will certainly suffer some 
damage to their good names, it is our educational system and our 
children, in the long run, who may suffer the most. 

At one point Shirley Callan noted that now that the charges are 
out in the open, it's time to "get oft with education." The 
question uppermost in many minds this week has got to 
be--how? 


Nine lives?

Like a cat, the Wilmington Town Center project appears to 
have nine lives. The attempt to improve the center, the Burlington 
Avenue Bridge, and traffic service on Main Street has hit a 
temporary snag yet again. 

At the eleventh hour, selectman Bob Cain asked that a ramp 
plan he had suggested be considered along with the 
recommendation of the. redevelopment authority. Though 
consultants have said his plan would not best meet the needs of the 
town and would probably not be funded by the state, Bob insisted 
this week he be given’a fair hearing. He claimed consultants 
ignored his alternative and were not accurate in traffic 
assessments. Consultants and authority officials have denied the 
allegation. 

Timing is everything to a project of this scope and size.The 
Department of Public Works said it would hold funds until a 
feasibility study was completed by the authority. This has been 
done. Consultants were contracted to look at traffic, which they 
have done, as well as revitilization possibilities in the center of 
town. This last they will do in the weeks ahead. 

But without a*move by selectmen to recommend something 
soon, the nine lives will expire. 

There was plenty of time to ask questions and make feelings 
known during the "roadshow" process undertaken by the 
executive director. That was the time to bring up concerns. 
Though the selectman chairman had spoken out at least twice, 
there was really no public follow through on either side. 

Authority members are to be commended for their efforts on 
behalf of the town and their willingness to pay consultants out of 
their own funds. To allow all the work to go for naught would be 
unthinkable and frustrating to all involved. 

Good money has been paid to well qualified professionals to 
develop an alternative to the DPW's "overkill" design. We should 
now rely on their expertise. 

The need to do something is great. That need can be met with 
alot of sacrifice, cooperation, and hard work. For all our sakes, 
we have to do something and we have to do it now.

Silver haired legislators 

The election of silver haired 
legislators will be held very soon. 
Any resident 60 years of age or 
older who is a registered voter may 
seek the seat of silver haired 
legislator in the district in which 
you live in the town. In order to 
have your name placed on the 
ballot, you must have a nomination 
paper signed by 25 registered 
voters over 60. The signatures must 
be verified by the town clerk and 
returned to the SHL office. 

Elder abuse 

The secretary of Elder Affairs 
has urged all Mass. residents to be 
aware of signs that an older person 
is being abused. Elder abuse is 
becoming more and more prevalent 
throughout the country and 
Wilmington is no exception. As the 
secretary informs us, unfortu- 
nately, elder abuse is occuring 
more often than we would like to 
admit. Those being abused are 
reluctant to report it, due to fear or 
shame, Especially if it is caused by 
a family member. 

Abuse can be performed in 
several ways - physical, such as, 
beatings, slappings, a kick, result- 
ing in welts, sprains, breaks, burns, 
bruises, dislocations or even death. 

Neglect, holding back medicines, 
food, or personal care articles like 
dentures, hearing aids, eyeglasses 
or basic necessities of life. Emo- 
tional abuse, verbal harassment, 
threats, denying companionship, 
confining in an area against their 
will or forcing them out of their 
own home. 

Laws protect 

Mass, laws protect all persons 60 

years and over from abuse by 
another. The law mandates that the 
following professionals report 
suspected abuse cases or will be 
subject to a fine--doctors, counse- 
lors, social workers, policemen and 
firemen, and all those working 
with elders. Everyone has a right to 
live with dignity, no one deserves 
to be abused, 
‘Last year 2578 cases were 
reported in the state, many others 
were not reported. If you are being 
abused or suspect abuse of another, 
call the Elder Abuse hotline - 
1-800-922-2275.

The. picture of the Union Ice 
Houses on the west side of Silver 
Lake, on April 13 in the Town 
Crier evoked quite a reader 
response. Many readers tried to get 
a picture to hang over a mantle 
place, or something like that. 

Unfortunately this paper was 
unable to properly respond. The 
paper is without a darkroom at this 
time because of the recent fire. 

One person who did respond was 
Chester Howe of 24 Grove Avenue, 
Wilmington, He had a few 
postcards and other souvenirs from 
his grandfather, Ralph Howe. 
Ralph, as will be recalled, was one 
of the persons in the April 13 story. 
Ralph owned a grocery store near 
Silver Lake, on Grove Avenue. 

Chester gave the Town Crier a 
half dozen cards, all of which are 
worth a story in themselves. Two 
are being used with this tale. 

The first of the cards fooled the 
writer. He believed it to be a 
picture of the ice house of Walter 
Hale, close to Main Street at Glen 
Road. But a close study of the 
picture tells a different tale. 

What appeared to be a large house 
at the northerly corner of Glen 
Road and Main Street was really the 
MacFarlane house, on Grove 
Avenue. The picture was quite 
evidentally taken before 
MacFarlane allowed the Moxie sign 
to be put up ove® the bathhouse, as 
was shown on April 13. 

To this writer the MacFarlane 
house appears better, in the second 
picture. 

The Union Ice House, too, 
appears in a better way. The two 
runways, which lifted ice from 
Silver Lake can be better appre- 
ciated, as can the office of John T. 
Wilde, located between the 
runways 

The second card, shown here, is 
of Grove Avenue, showing among 
other things the barber pole of 
Charlie Wiggins. 

There are, to the left, four young 
ladies. Chester identifies the lady to 
the left as being his mother, 
Josephine Howe. 

This paper will go one better. The 
lady to the right is quite probably 
Clara Neilson, the most beautiful of 
the three daughters of Christian and 
Christine Neilson, better known as 
“Pop” and "Ma.” 

Clara became Mrs. Ray Howe, 
and was thus a sister-in-law to 
Josephine, who was Mrs. Elmore 
Howe. Who the other ladies are this 
paper is unable to say. 

Josephine and Elmore lived at 8 
Cottage Street, adjacent to the big 
baseball field which was, at that 
time, the home grounds of the 
Silver Lake baseball team. Elmore 
was an electrician, an independent 
contractor. He had a shop, in back 
of the house, which was a sort of 
House of Mystery to all the young 
people of the Silver Lake area.

Planting, pruning and 
protection 

Both azaleas and rhododendrons 
prefer light shade moist, 
well-drained acidic soil. When 
planting them, dig a hole that's 
twice the size of their pots, and fill 
it with a mix of half soil, half peat 
moss, compost, or other organic 
matter to aerate the earth and 
provide the necessary acid levels, 
You'll also want to water your new 
plants every other day for the first 
10 days (every day in hot weather), 
and twice a week from then on, 
Finally, if you want to control their 
size and shape, prune your shrubs 
as soon as or shortly after the 
blossoms fade. 


Like most things of great beauty, 
azaleas and rhododenrons need a bit 
of protection from hot sun and 
freezing temperatures. Be sue to 
mulch heavily around the base of 
your plant to keep it cool in the 
summer and insulated in the winter, 
In the coldest mgnths, you may 
want to cover your plants with pine 
boughs or burlap to protect them 
from wind and dehydration,

If planting seeds, the oil must be 
at least 60 degrees Fahrenheit 
before they will germinate. Good 
germination will take place if seeds 
are planted in half inch deep 
vermiculite filled furrows. This 
avoids the problem of the soil 
caking and preventing water from 
reaching the seeds, When two true 
leaves appear, thin the seedlings to 
the recommended spacing. 

Most perennials make the best 
show when in clumps, but make 
sure they are spaced adequately to 
allow for vigorous growth. If the 
perennial is a tall variety, stake it

Low voltage outdoor lighting 
new interest in an old idea 


Unless you closely follow home 
improvement trends, you may be 
unaware of recent vast changes in 
outdoor lighting. 

Once reserved for the "carriage 
trade,” outdoor or exterior lighting 
now is available at a very 
reasonable cost, and in new, 
contemporary designs suited to a 
wide variety of needs. 

The Toro Company, which 
entered the lighting market three 
years ago, says the biggest change 
has occurred in low-voltage 
outdoor lighting. Low-voltage 
lighting operates on regular 
household electrical current that 
has been reduced by a transformer 
into much safer 12-volt current. 
New designs and features in this 
product category are spurring 
market growth. 

“The market potential has long 
existed for low-voltage lighting as a 
home improvement project,’ s 
Rob Beachy, marketing manager 
for Toro’s Home Improvement 
Division. “It's safe to install, 
instantly improves the aesthetics of 
the home and its landscaping, and is 
very low cost. But the market 
stayed static for many years 
because the products didn't change.

Planning — 
for a good crop 


Here it is spring, and there you 
are, a flat of tomatoes in one hand, 
‘a trowel in the other and one foot 
out the door to your garden. 

Well, wait a minute! Did you do 
any planning for this year's garden, 
or do you just have some rough 
ideas in your head? Most of us don't 
find it much fun, but planning, is 
especially important to home 
gardeners because space is usually 
at a premium. Planning makes the 
best use of space, money and time, 
giving the highest yield of the best 
quality produce. Some elements in 
planning are: 

Know the site. What part gets 
full sun, where it is shady for part 
of the day, and where there are any 
especially wet or dry spots. 

Limit the size. Of the garden to 
do what can be managed in a certain 
amount of time. A garden that is 
too big can quickly become a weedy 
one 

Choose crops carefully. Take 
into consideration what the family 
enjoys eating. If they won't eat it, 
there's no point in growing it. Also 
important to consider - how much 
space will a crop take? What is its 


nutritional value? How expensive is 
it to buy during the growing 
season? Is it hard to find fresh in 
the market? 

Make a scale drawing. Of the 
garden plot. Measure it. Mark 
which direction is south, and plan 
to orient the rows or beds 
east-west. Review the crop list. 
What is tall (like staked tomatoes), 
Medium (like broccoli) and short 
(like carrots)? The tall crops should 
go toward the north where they 
won't shade the shorter crops. 
After allowing space for each crop, 
figure out how long it will fill that 
space and what, if anything, can be 
grown after it is harvested. 

Now you're ready to go, You 
know the best place to put those 
tomato plants. Take your sketch, 
spade, fertilizer and lime and start 
that garden!

Yuk. It’s raining. And I wanted to 
g0 fishing today. 

So tell with it. Let's go anyway. 

People have argued up and down, 
back and forth, over whether it's 
better to go fishing before, during 
or after a rain, 

Personally, I've found that all 
three work equally well, with a 
slight edge, maybe, toward fishing 
just before the clouds open up. 

During and after a rain, though, 
most folks feel that the fish aren't 
going to bite because the water is 
too full of food, and fish have too 
much to eat to even bother looking 
at your meager offering. 

Really? Nah! 

Think about it -- what would a 
storm really put into the water? 


A few bugs might get slapped out 
of the sky and dumped, but only the 
kibbies are real bug-eaters. Most 
bugs hide out during a rain, so how 
many would get knocked out of the 
sky? In all honesty, I've found very 
few insects on the water when the 
last drops are on their way down, 

Rain and floodwaters may wash 
away part of the streambed and 
flush a few worms into the water, 
but again there is very little meat 
put in the water. (By the way, if 
you ever run out of bait in the field, 
try rolling over a few rocks and 
collecting the worms found there. 
It never fails.) 


Also, how many streams pour 
into your pond with enough force 
to carry worms all the way across? 
Few. Very few. 

Shiners make up the bulk of the 
diet for most bigger fish, and rain 
won't affect baitfish much: at all. 
After a few snorkeling trips, I've 
found that rain just doesn't exist 
below the surface. How can it? 

Instead, what happens is that the 
rain may cool the water a degree or 
two, which is often enough to slow 
down the fish, depending upon the 
season. A brief shower in August 
won't cool things enough to mellow 
the fish, while a spring rain may 


Rain can't bother fish 
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chill the shallows enough to move 
them all to deeper water. 

Also, this is spawning season for 
many species. Crappies and perch 


are moving into the shallows now, .. 


with bass following in a few weeks. 
But a quick shower may cool the 
water enough to put a halt to all 
spawing for a day or two. The 
action may be hot one day, and ice 
cold the next, all because of a little 
sprinkle. 

As for stream fishing, just look 
into the water and see what food, if 
any, is drifting by, then copy it. If 
the rain has washed worms by the 
handful into the stream, then let 
them eat worms! Drift your bait 
along with the rest of the moving 
sushi bar and you can't miss. 

One item worth noting about a 
stream in the rain is the danger 
involved. Some time after the rain 
begins, usually hours later, the 
rainwater starts to drain into the 
stream, raising the water level to 
dangerous levels. 

Getting caught in your waders in 
the middle of a rising stream can be 
deadly. 

Also, a rising stream turns muddy 
brown, cutting down on the fish's 
visual tracking ability. You'll need 
to lay your bait right in front of his 
nose in a muddy brook. 

Fishing in the rain isn't bad at all 
And the way this spring is going, 
you either fish in the rain, of you 
don't go fishing at all. 

As if to make my case, when the 
skies over Wilmington tumed black 
with rain on Tuesday, I noticed 
about a dozen dedicated worm- 
dunkers fishing the shores of Silver 
Lake. It shouldn't stop you either.

‘Vehicle Extrication” 
is very special training 


By PHYLLIS NISSEN 


“We were cold and wet, and 
nine hours was a lot longer than 
our usual agenda - but we 
couldn't get the guys to go 
home,”’ says Phil Dole, 
Emergency Medical Services 
instructor-coordinator for the 
Reading Fire Department. “It 
was really the most successful 
program we've ever done.”” 

“Vehicle Extrication” was the 
program, the Reading Woburn 
St. fire station and Haverhill St. 
police annex the sites of the 
recent field training which 
attracted 48 firefighters and 
emergency medical technicians 
from communities like 
Reading, North Reading, 
Wakefield, Stoneham, 
Wilmington, Winchester, and 
Burlington as well as Wor- 
cester, Springfield, and Bourne. 
Nine men from Reading and 
seven from North Reading 
participated in the Massa- 
chusetts Firefighting Academy 
program which their depart- 
ments co-sponsored. 

“Twelve of us actually rolled 
over a big car end-to-end,” says 
Dole. “I never thought we could 
do that. We did it by using 
cribbing and getting it on its 
side. It’s strictly a bull-in-a- 
china-shop approach but if you 
have somebody trapped in a 
car, that might be a good way to 
get them out quickly. 


“Then we got into the Jaws of 
Life and other somewhat 
unusual tools,” he continues. 
“It was enlightening because 
we don’t have some of them 
ere in Reading or in the ad- 
joining towns. But you never 
know - in the middle of the 
night, down in Everett, if we 
came across something, we 
might say, ‘Oh, | remember 
that from the course.’ ”’ 

Provided by the MFA at no 
cost to the towns involved, this 
particular course consists of the 
new and the traditional. ‘In this 
day and age, we seem to forget 
about hand tools but in some 
‘situations, they’re all we have,” 
says Dole. 

Participants considered 
rescue methods such as car- 
bide-tip saws, the sparks they 
throw, and the precautions - 
protective blankets for victims

and water spray - that they 
necessitate. “The Jaws of Life 
also has a rather unique 
hydraulic cutting tool,” says 
Dole. “You can cut the posts off 
a car and take the roaf right off 
in a matter of three or four 
minutes. We did extensive work 
with that.” 

They went over the equip- 
ment used by smaller depart- 
ments which can't afford the 
$10,000 Jaws of Life - pneumatic 
and hand tools, block and 
tackle, ‘‘not heavy duty but 
better than nothing.” 


“In this area, we have Routes 
128, 93, 28, 129, and 38,"" says 
Dole. “We knew we could 
benefit airectly from the 
training.” Dole and Captain 
Ken Campbell, Reading’s 
firefighting instructor- 
coordinators, run all the 
training programs in the 
department and are always 
looking for courses applicable 
to firefighters and EMTs.

study by Dr. O’Donoghue 
presented last year at the an- 
nual convention of the 
American Psychological 
Association of New York, 
“Former Peace Corps Volun- 
teers are consistently out- 
performing their fellow workers 
in terms of salary gains and 
upward career mobility.” 

For example, from 1980 to 
1985: 

*former volunteers who 
worked as teachers received 
gains of 13.5 percent over 
national average salaries for 
educators; 

‘returned volunteers in the 
banking and investment 
banking fields reported an 
average gain that was 189.6 
percent above the average. 

George J. Clark, Executive 
Vice President of Citibank 
commented, “I am especially 
impressed at the level of 
motivation demonstrated by 
most returning Peace Corps 
volunteers. They are goal 
oriented, and largely driven by 
a desire to help others and make 
projects succeed.” 

Desite-the hardships of Peace 
Corps life, nine out of ten 
volunteers report that they 
would do it again. Currently 
there are over 6,000 volunteers 
serving in 65 countries in Latin 
America, the Carribbean, 
Africa, Asiaand the Pacific. 

During the. two years of 
service, volunteers receive a 
living allowance, paid travel 
and training, complete medical 
care, and a post service read- 
justment allowance of ap- 
proximately $5,400 ($200 per 
month served).

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Four local libraries 
offer varied services 


Following is the third in a 
series featuring libraries in this 
area. National Library Week 
was celebrated three weeks ago 
but anytime is a good time to 
visit and locally we have some 
of the finest in the Com- 
monwealth. Four of which you 
will be reading about today, 
Wilmington, No. Reading, 
Winchester, and Lynnfield. 


No. Reading 


The Flint Memorial Library 
collection was begun in 1872 
with initial ling pre provided by 
Harriet Flint, in memory of her 
husband, Charles. The library 
was housed in the Flint 
Memorial Hall (town hall) until 
1958, when the collection was 
moved across the street to the 
newly Tenovated Damon tavern 
building. The ‘building was 
renamed the Weeks Memorial 
Library Building, “in honor of 
William Weeks whose bequest 
provided the funds necessary 
for the move. In 1963, the 
basement of the Weeks Building 
was remodeled into a much 
needed Children’s Room. A 
later renovation of the second 
floor included the restoration of 
the Rufus Porter murals on the 
ballroom walls. Also at this 
time, a Local History room was 
created to encourage the 
preservation and study of 
materials relating to the history 
of the town. 

Currently, the library 
collection and services have 
outgrown this facility. 
Preliminary designs have been 
drawn up for the re-use of the 
North Reading town hall as the 
new library. Voters will be 
given an opportunity at the 
April 1988 town meeting to show 
support for this project. 

Library hours are as follows: 
Monday, Tuesday, and Thur- 
sday 10 a.m. to 9 p.m., Wed- 
nesday, Friday, and Saturday 
10 a.m. to 5 p.m. (closed July 
and Aug.) 

In_ addition to books for 
children, youth and adults, the 
Flint Memorial Library’s 
collections include the following 
materials: recordings and 
cassettes, 150 periodical and 
newspaper subscriptions, Large 
Print books and magazines, 
books on cassette, college 
catalogs, pamphlets, patterns, 
Polaroid cameras and cassette 
players. The Library has family 
membership passes to the 
Museum of Science, the 
Museum of Fine Arts and the 
Children’s Museum, which may 
be borrowed by North Reading 
residents who have valid 
library cards. The museum 
memberships are generously 
provided by the Bookworms, a 
support group for the Children’s 
room, The Bookworms also 
fund the summer reading 
program and the par-

ty/entertainment at its com- 
pletion and the annual Teddy 
Bear Picnic, and have pur- 
chased many materials for the 
library, including a computer 
printer. The Bookworms’ up-

Library’s Bicentennial Room 
proves to be a popular spot for 
research, being 
the location of local histories of 
not only Wilmingotn, but many 
surrounding towns; family 
histories and scrapbooks; and 
historical vital statistics. The 
Bicentennial Room is also a 
good place for quiet study when 
there’s too much activity in the 
main part of the libary. 
The entire Wilmington 
collection contains ap- 
proximately 80,000 books and

The Wilmington Memorial 
Library is presently undergoing 
alterations in preparation for 
the installation of computerized 
patron access catalogs (PACs) 
It is anticipated that by sum- 
mertime Wilmington patrons 
will be able to look up in- 
formation on a terminal by 
author, title or subject, find out 
the location of the item and the 
status of the item. At this time 
only library staff members are 
able to access that information 
for patrons. PACs will be 
available for patron use in both 
the Children’s Department and 
the Adult Department of the 
library.

Dimes is urging pregnant 
women not to drink: for their 
babies’ sake. 

“FAS is one of the leading 
causes of mental retardation,” 
said Dr. Virginia Hogg, 
chairperson of the Health 
Professional Advisory Com- 
mittee. “There are many birth 
defects that can’t be prevented, 
but FAS is completely 
preventable." 

Every year in the United 
States, about 5,000 babies are 
born with FAS, which includes 
birth defects such as facial 
abnormalities, smaller than 
normal head and brain, low 
birthweight, brain damage and 
heart malformations. As many 
as 30 to 40 percent of babies 
whose mothers drink. heavily 
(six or more mixed drinks, cans 
of beer or glasses of wine daily) 
while pregnant have FAS. 

Moderate drinking (two to 
five drinks daily) also may 
damage an unborn baby. Ex- 
perts estimate that many more 
babies may be born with Fetal 
Alcohol Effects (FAE) than 
with FAS. Babies with FAE 
exhibit some, but not all, of the 
signs of FAS. 

Drinking alcohol during 
Pregnancy also increases the 
risk of miscarriage and 
stillbirth, as well as the risk of 
death in infancy. 

“There currently is no way to 
predict how much alcohol, if 
any, is safe for-.an unborn 
baby,”” said Dr. Richard 
Morton, March of Dimes vice 
president for health services. 
“We strongly urge women who 
drink heavily to avoid 
pregnancy until they are cer- 
tain they can abstain from 
alcohol for the duration of their 
pregnancies. A woman who is 
Pregnant or planning a 
pregnancy should stop drinking 
alcohol until her baby is born 
and she is no longer nursing.”” 

FAS was identified by a 
March of Dimes grantee and 


reportea at a March of Dimes 
conference in 1973. Since then, 
the Foundation has funded 
numerous research projects to 
investigate the effects of alcohol 
on pregnancy and has informed 
the public of the dangers of 
alcohol consumption during 
pregnancy. 

As part of its mission to 
prevent birth defects, the 
March of dimes also funds ef- 
forts te help prevent FAS and 
FAE, including hotlines for 
information and referral, and 
support programs for women at 
risk of having a baby affected 
by Alcohol. 

Contact the Massa- 
chusetts/New Hampshire 
March of Dimes office for other 
information about FAS and 
FAE including educational 
brochures, an information sheet 
and a film. 

Birth defects are this nation’s 
number one child health 
problem.
